A RAMSGATE head-teacher has 
questioned why so many isle 
schools closed last week during the 
wintry weather. 

Compared with other parts of Kent, snowfall 
in Thanet was relatively light, but still dozens of 
schools closed, giving pupils and staff days off. 

With GCSE and A-level examinations taking 
place soon, Ian Johnson, the principal at the 
Marlowe Academy, says the number of isle 
schools that closed gave cause for concern. 

The majority of secondary schools remained 
shut as snow fell, but the Marlowe Academy 
stayed open for pupils who could attend. 

Scores of primary schools were also shut. 

Mr Johnson said: “I’m a little surprised so 
many schools closed. We used to get lots more 
snow than this back in Oxfordshire, where I 
was a head-teacher. 

“The standard practice, unless all the roads 
were closed, was to delay decisions until the 
school day had started and you knew how 
many staff had managed to get in.” 

Mr Johnson, who is known for his strong 
views, such as stating a liking for league tables 
and introducing the nine-to-five school day, 
said: “We’ve got students taking exams next 
week, so it is important to maintain their 
preparations. It is also important for young¬ 
sters to understand that you don’t shut up 
shop just because of a bit of snow.” 

Students had only been back at school a 
week prior to the snowfall, following the 
Christmas holidays. 

Mr Johnson said: “On Friday the roads were

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Fury as bins 
fill up after 
Christmas

THANET council’s waste 
and recycling schedule has 
been blasted as residents 
struggle to cope with their 
festive rubbish. 

The backlog was caused by the 
suspension of collections last week 
due to the icy weather and the break 
between Christmas and New Year. 

Some 20,000 homes are thought to 
have been affected by the change to 
collections, which have now returned 
to their normal schedule. 

Council bosses say that by Friday 
things should be clear again, but 
some residents say they have not 
had their rubbish taken away since 
before Christmas because collections 
were cut over the festive period. 

One enraged Minnis Bay resident 
told Yourthanet: “I’m putting out my 
bin tonight [Monday, January 11] 
in the hope there’s a collection 
tomorrow. This includes my rubbish 
from before Christmas! 

“It’s typical Thanet council - they 
only do what suits them, not what 
suits the people that they’re meant 
and paid to serve.” 

Treacherous 

Thanet council made the decision 
to cancel collections on Thursday and 
Friday last week when the cold 
weather was at its worst on the isle. 

On Thursday morning collections 
were called off after tests. 

Teams of workers were out in 
smaller trucks but could only do so 
much with the resources they had at 
their disposal. 

A council spokeswoman said: “It 
was entirely the right decision. 

“Although the main roads were 
passable by Friday, the majority of 
side roads and nearly all the pave¬ 


ments were treacherous. Conditions 
didn’t dramatically improve until 
Sunday. 

“The council took a difficult but 
necessary decision and got staff out 
again as soon as it was possible. 

“We were not alone in this as the 
vast majority of councils across Kent 
also suspended waste collections at 
points during last week.” 

The unusual step of diverting staff 
from other council services was 
taken to assist with the work, 
although no temporary staff were 
taken on. 

The spokeswoman said the fact 
that some homes might not have had 
rubbish collections in three weeks 
was a source of regret. 

Regrets 

She said: “This is something the 
council obviously regrets. However, 
there is no way that we could have 
foreseen the severe weather condi¬ 
tions that affected our collections 
last week. 

“Until the end of Wednesday, we 
were firmly on track to catch up with 
the Christmas backlog. Indeed, 
47,000 homes are up to date with 
their collections, out of 67,000.” 

One binman was injured slipping 
on ice and had to be taken to hospi¬ 
tal, but no waste vehicles were 
reported to have been involved in 
accidents. 

Clive Hart, the Labour leader on 
Thanet council, said: “I think it was a 
mistake on the council’s part to not 
collect on the Thursday between 
Christmas and New Year when it 
was a normal working day. 

“If they had done that collection on 
New Year’s Eve, then we wouldn’t 
have as much to clear.” 

The council says that black bags 
were cleared from about 2,000 
homes on Friday, with 70 tonnes of 
rubbish taken away in total.

GAMEBIRDS fleeing bitter weath¬ 
er in continental Europe have been 
reaching east Kent only to be shot 
and served up at an Indian restau¬ 
rant in Margate. 

Although Thanet has been experiencing its 
harshest winter for years, conditions on the 
Continent have been every bit as harsh, spark¬ 
ing unusually large numbers of woodcock to 
move west to the UK. 

Dev Biswal, executive chef at The Indian 
Princess, is taking advantage of the arrival and 
has been preparing the distinctive bird in his 
special style. 

Last year, Mr Biswal served up a menu of 
exotic meats, including snake, zebra and even 
crocodile for his customers, but it is the rich 
flavour of the woodcock that is tantalising the 
taste buds this time round. 

He said: “The woodcock is prized in Europe, 
Asia and North America for its delectable flesh. 

“The European woodcock ranges from north¬ 
ern Spain and Britain to Siberia and Japan, 
and it is considered the king of gamebirds. 

“Though scarce, woodcock is a gourmet’s 
delight because of its rich, tangy flavour, gained 
through a diet that includes aromatic herbs 
and berries. They have intensely flavoured, 
lean, dark meat. 

“There has been a surge in numbers of 
woodcock in the Deal area and a local game 
dealer had a record catch - in fact he got 75 
birds in just a few hours. 


“I had never cooked woodcock before. My ini¬ 
tial reluctance turned to curiosity and I ended 
up buying 30 birds. 

“It turned out to be pure magic. The bird has 
a unique rich taste and a 'melt in the mouth’ 
texture.” 

Mr Biswal says the flavour of the birds has an 
affinity with allspice, capers, cayenne, lemons, 
nutmeg, port, truffles and white wine. 

He marinates them in allspice, peppers, 
ginger and nutmeg before slow-grilling them - 
they then hit the plate with a woodcock and 


parsley pate and a creamy raita of shallots and 
coriander. 

Sika deer, a highly-prized meat dubbed the 
‘Champagne of venison’, is also proving a hit. 

“While the flavour of the meat is related to 
the animal’s diet, it is described as having a 
full, deep taste akin to a deeply woody yet 
berry-like red wine. It features a texture that is 
supple and tender,” said Mr Biswal. 

The Indian Princess restaurant serves gour¬ 
met Indian cuisine and is rated the number one 
restaurant in Kent on www.tripadvisor.com. 


Town council: 
'put more focus 
on our tourism' 

RAMSGATE Town Council has issued 
its response to the district council’s Core 
Strategy document. 

The draft response to the Shaping Our 
Future document has been circulated to 
interested parties. 

Although the body says it supports 
much of the strategy, councillors say they 
doubt that Kent International Airport, 
the port and the wind farm will provide as 
much economic opportunity as predicted. 

The town council sees more possibility 
for economic stimulus in tourism. 

The document says: “Contributions to 
economic growth are more likely to be 
achieved through an increase in the 
number of visitors and new, economical¬ 
ly active, residents - including com¬ 
muters attracted by high-speed trains.” 

Pollution 

The airport comes in for strong words. 
A statement about pollution and noise 
says: “The council is concerned that, if 
not properly controlled, pollution and 
disturbance from the expansion of Kent 
International Airport could prejudice the 
development of Ramsgate as a residen¬ 
tial and visitor location.” 

Councillors say a paragraph calling for 
an independent monitoring programme 
should be added. 

A consultation on the document is still 
ongoing, but other areas criticised by the 
town council include conservation. 

It says: “It does not significantly deal 
with conservation issues and proposes 
no specific policies for them. Ramsgate 
Town Council suggests that this needs to 
be addressed in the next draft.” 

Sections to get RTC backing include the 
proposed redevelopment of Jackey Bakers 
sports ground and the plan to improve 
community facilities at Newington. 


'Bit of snow 
no reason to 
shut schools' 


Youth unemployment 
on isle is 'among the 
highest in country'

pretty clear, but still a lot of schools 
were closed. You must expect your 
staff to make a reasonable effort to 
get in. 

‘We’ve just had 
a two-week holi¬ 
day and I’d be 
tearing my hair 
out if I were a 
parent and the 
buses were run¬ 
ning and the 
roads were clear 
and my young¬ 
sters could go in 
but the school was closed.” 

Classes at the Marlowe Academy 
went ahead until early afternoon, 
although the numbers of students 
attending was reduced by more 
than half. 

Students who did make it in were 
rewarded with free lunch. 

Mr Johnson (above) said: “Our 
numbers were down, there is no 
question about that, but we had a 
great atmosphere and the kids 
seemed to enjoy being here. 

“They could go out during break 
time and throw snowballs if they 
wanted and as we closed early they 
could still get out and play in it 
after school.” 


ONE in three young people are out 
of work on the isle, according to new 
statistics. 

Some 23 per cent of people aged 
between 18 and 24 are out of work, 
which means the area has one of 
the highest rates of youth unemploy¬ 
ment in the country. 

The information comes from the 
Conservative Party, via the Office of 
National Statistics. 

The isle is in the top 20 spots for 
England and Wales, with 1,315 
people from that age group claiming 
Jobseekers’ Allowance. 

About 500 are claiming Incapacity 
Benefit, with a total of 2,375 people 
claiming out-of-work benefits. 

Before the recession that number 
was about 1,590, meaning there has 
been a 49 per cent rise. 

The isle has about 10,200 people in 
the 18-24 age group. 

The area with the highest youth 
unemployment rate is Blaenau 
Gwent in Wales, with 29 per cent of 
its young people out of work. 

Shadow Work and Pensions Secre¬ 


tary Theresa May said: “Britain can¬ 
not go on like this. It seems the true 
scale of the youth unemployment 
crisis is only starting to emerge. 

“It is startling that in some pockets 
of the country the number of young 
people on benefits has doubled. 
Labour need to stop sleepwalking 
through this unemployment crisis or 
we risk losing a generation of young 
people.” 

Thanet South Labour MP Dr 
Steve Ladyman said: “Tackling 
youth unemployment during the 
recession has been among the 
Government’s highest priorities. 

“That is why we have guaranteed 
a job or training place to every young 
person out of work for more than six 
months and pumped money into 
JobCentrePlus and into the econo¬ 
my. 

“For the Tories to criticise us on 
this is simply preposterous - they 
opposed the investments we have 
made and if we had followed their 
advice youth unemployment would 
be double what it is today.”

MPs in spat over 'nonsense' 
claims about air-sea rescue 


THE isle’s two MPs are at logger- 
heads over the relocation of 
Maritime and Coastguard Agency 
services from Manston’s Kent 
International Airport. 

The service moved from KIA to Coventry at 
the end of last year. 

The row kicked off when Laura Sandys, the 
Conservative candidate who will challenge Dr 
Steve Ladyman for his seat at the next election, 
said she feared lives were at risk if the air-sea 
rescue service was moved. She was joined in 
the argument by Julian Brazier, the Tory MP 
for Canterbury and Whitstable. 

However, the air-sea rescue service was in 
fact moved to RAF Wattisham in Suffolk years 
ago, which Dr Ladyman was quick to point out 
in a letter to Yourthanet. 

He said the Tory’s claims were “complete non¬ 
sense” and that the helicopters had long since 
left Manston, while a fixed-wing aircraft

remained at KIA and would soon be replaced 
with a faster model. 

He said claims the fixed-wing service had a 
role in air-sea rescue were wrong and that it 
only helped out in very special circumstances. 

That has riled Roger Gale, MP for Thanet 
North and a political ally of Ms Sandys. 

Mr Gale said: “[He] must have thrown in the 
towel. Only an MP resigned to departure would 
fail to seek to defend Thanet’s maritime safety. 

“My colleagues are right to raise the issue of 
the location of the fixed-wing reconnaisance 
aircraft - just as Jonathan Aitken and I 
sought to resist the transfer of the search- 
and-rescue helicopters from Manston to 
RAF Wattisham. 

“To date, no lives have been lost as a result of 
the transfer of the Sea King helicopter, but over 
the Christmas period a yacht in trouble was 
serviced, in addition to the Margate lifeboat, by 


an aircraft from Belgium rather than one from 
Britain. I still fear that a day may come when 
‘just in time’ proves to be ‘just too late’. 

“The Straits of Dover are the busiest sea 
lane in the world. Air cover needs to be 
enhanced, not diminished, and I share the view 
to the effect that the removal of the fixed-wing 
aircraft represents a potential diminution of 
the facility.” 

Dr Ladyman quickly struck back with a 
response to Mr Gale’s comments. 

He said: “Mr Gale is wrong on so many 
counts, the key one being the suggestion that 
moving the base of the fixed-wing service from 
Manston to the Midlands has safety implica¬ 
tions. It has none whatsoever. 

“The second error is his failure to recognise 
that Laura Sandys and Julian Brazier clearly 
did not understand the nature of the service 
this plane provided and obviously did not dis¬ 
cuss it with the Maritime and Coastguard 
Agency or they would not have made the claims 
that they did.” 
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OF DEATH 

It was not just humans who found the extreme 
weather debilitating last week. 

The isle's wildlife also had to take the brunt of 
the cold, while the local crab population was hit 
by the icy conditions. 

Hundreds of the crustaceans were washed up 
on beaches around Westbrook and Westgate. 

The dead bodies formed an eerie carpet of 
spiky limbs and craggy shells as the shoreline 
resembled something from a horror movie. 

The velvet swimming crabs, also known as 
devil crabs, were hit last year in a similar fashion 
when cold weather took its toll. 

Most crab bodies washed up in Westbrook 
Bay, but some were found further along in 
St Mildred's Bay and also as far along as Walpole 
Bay, Cliftonville, with gulls quickly moving in for 
a feeding bonanza. 

Tony Sykes, a volunteer coastal warden in the 
area, said: "They were no doubt suffering with 
crabby hypothermia - there were literally 
thousands in large heaps on the beach."

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GIRL POWER WINS OUT: Six nations were represented by the team of women who walked to the South Pole 

Cold walk to the 
end of the earth 


AN ISLE explorer has led a group 
of six women to the South Pole to 
highlight the achievements of 
females across the world. 

Travel writer Felicity Aston, from 
Birchington, trekked 495 nautical miles over 
40 days with her team, which was made up 
of women from six Commonwealth countries. 

As well as promoting the accomplishments 
of women worldwide, the trip - which was 
sponsored by Russian internet security com¬ 
pany Kaspersky Lab - marked the 60th 
anniversary of the formation of the 
Commonwealth. 

Stephanie Solomonides, 25, from Cyprus, 
and 25-year-old Dk Najibah Eradah binti 
P.A.M Al-Sufri Pg M-L Kahar, from Brunei 
Darussalam, were the first two people from 
their countries to ever make the mammoth 
trip. And Reena Kaushal Dharmshaktu, 38, 
from India, Kylie Wakelin, from New 
Zealand, and Sophia Pang, 36, from 
Singapore, were the first women from their 
countries to do the same. 

Also making up the team was Helen 
Turton, who flew the British flag alongside 
Ms Aston. 

Another member of the team was unable to 
complete the trip. 

Speaking on satellite phone from the South 
Pole, Ms Aston told KOS Media about the 
“unbelievable” moment she and her team 
reached the South Pole. 

“As I led the women in, I looked back at 
them and even though they had their masks 
on I knew every one of them was weeping,” 
she said. “We had an arm signal that we used 
to tell each other we were OK throughout the 
trip, so we all did this as we skied down. 

“This expedition was all about showing the 
world what women from all different back¬ 
grounds can do.” 

Since completing the arduous trek, the 31- 
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year-old has been staying in a hotel rather 
than a tent but admits missing her com¬ 
rades, whom she hasn’t seen for a few days. 

“We were in each others’ pockets for almost 
40 days. We saw each other tired, scared, 
hungry, petrified,” she said. 

“I know these women so well now - maybe 
even better than some of my best friends. 

“You build up friendships in a weird way. 
You have to learn to depend on each other 
very quickly as everyone is so vulnerable.” 

The adventure started for Ms Aston two 
years ago when she first invited applications 
for her expedition. 

The avid adventurer already had ten years 
of experience under her belt, having complet¬ 
ed a number of treks, including a 360-mile 
endurance race across the Canadian Arctic. 

She also led the first British women’s cross¬ 
ing of the Greenland ice-sheet. 

Some 800 women from Commonwealth 
countries applied to take part in her 
Antarctic expedition and she made a short¬ 
list of 16 women. 

This was cut down to the final group follow¬ 
ing a two-week training and selection camp 
in February 2009, funded by the Winston 
Churchill Memorial Trust. 

“I looked for people who got on well togeth¬ 
er,” she said. “There was a huge element of 
trust in what we were going to do, so that 
was vital.” 

Ms Aston said there were small, precious 
moments that meant so much to the team 
during the expedition. 

“It was these small things that were the 
real highs for me,” she said. 

“When we started skiing one day there 
were halos around the sun and it was a bit 
windy and atmospheric and I looked back at 
the women and thought Wow!’. 

“These were novices who had never done 
anything like this before and yet they looked 
so professional - I was so proud.” 

But with the highs came the lows. 

“A few days into the trip there was a terri¬ 
ble blizzard and our tents got ripped in half. 

“I thought that was it, the expedition was 
over. But with some strong twine and other 
bits and bobs we managed to fix them and 
they lasted us the whole time.” 

But Ms Aston said the reasons behind the 
trip were particularly important and the 
team trekked on. 

“Even though we are in the 21st century a 
lot of women around the world are not able to 
make their own choices. 

“Hopefully this will change that and show 
people what women can do when they have 
the chance.”

Hospital feels force 
of weather injuries 

HEALTH chiefs say the snowy weather has led 
to emergency care reaching breaking point at 
the QEQM Hospital in Margate. 

In the first five days of the year the accident 
and emergency department at the hospital saw 
940 cases, a rise of more than 40 per cent. 

The plunging temperatures and icy roads 
and footpaths have put increased demand on 
both the region’s main and community hospi¬ 
tals. The ambulance service also declared the 
situation a major incident and is prioritising 
life-threatening calls. 

Andrew Scott-Clark from NHS Eastern and 
Coastal Kent Trust said people should make 
responsible choices before going to an emer¬ 
gency department. 

Emergency 

He said: “I would encourage people to consid¬ 
er accessing other health services such as their 
GP, local walk-in centre or NHS Direct rather 
than calling 999 or going to accident and emer¬ 
gency. Accident and emergency should be saved 
for critical or life-threatening situations. 

“People who inappropriately use the ambu¬ 
lance services and accident and emergency 
departments for non-emergencies are diverting 
resources away from those who may be in des¬ 
perate need of care and urgent attention.” 

The trust has suggested which services peo¬ 
ple should attend for different conditions: 

• Accident and emergency or 999 for critical or 
life-threatening situations. 

• NHS walk-in centre or Minor Injury Unit for 
minor illnesses or injuries, without an appoint¬ 
ment. 

• GP for medical advice, examinations and pre¬ 
scriptions for illnesses you can’t shake off. 

• Pharmacists for advice on common winter ill¬ 
nesses and the best medicines to treat them.

Why did you want to get involved with The Caldecott 
Foundation? 

My involvement began five years ago after 
a casual conversation with a friend who 
has been a long-serving Caldecott trustee. 
Caldecott had just built a new school on their 
Smeeth site and were looking for school gover¬ 
nors. I have always been interested in edu¬ 
cation, both personally and professionally - I 
was chairman for almost seven years of the 
Alpha Plus education group in London - so I 
was delighted to help. 


How has it changed in recent years? 


Q 

A great deal. In the mid-90s, an appeal was 

launched for major projects, including 
building a new school and improving the hous¬ 
es. This raised £8 million. The Duke of 
Edinburgh visited us three years ago to mark 
its successful conclusion. But it’s not just about 
capital investment. We have also made great 
strides in developing our range of services and 
in enhancing the quality of integrated care we 
provide for some of Britain’s most neglected 
and vulnerable children, so as to help them 
rebuild their lives. 


Q You have extensive experience in business. How does 
this help in your work with the Caldecott Foundation? 

A Most of our income is from local authority 
social services departments, who place chil¬ 
dren in our care. They expect us to manage our 


affairs in a professional and businesslike way. 
We don’t receive Government funding or 
grants, so we need to work hard to provide the 
best care, therapy, education and fostering 
service we can within the resources available. 
We have to be competitive to earn the opportu¬ 
nity to do that. What’s more, we need to set 
money aside to invest in facilities for the 
future, so we look after our money very care¬ 
fully and are very appreciative of the dona¬ 
tions and legacies we receive from our sup¬ 
porters. These help pay for life-enriching 
extras for the children, such as holidays, out¬ 
ings and sports equipment. 

Q Are the services the foundation offers under more 
pressure at the moment? What are the main problems? 

A With public finances under scrutiny, it is an 
economically difficult time for our local 
authority clients and we will need more than 
ever to demonstrate high quality and value for 
money. Running a care organisation like 
Caldecott is inevitably costly, not least because 
of our relatively high staff-to-child ratio. 

Q The foundation is almost 100 years old - how do you see 
its future? 

A We’re looking forward to our centenary in 
2011, but it is a sobering thought that child 
cruelty and neglect cases such as Baby P show 
there is as great a need as ever for the sort of 
care and protection we provide. Our role is to 
ensure that we continue to develop our servic¬ 


es to meet the needs of children and young 
people and to strive continuously to improve 
outcomes for those in our care. 

Q Why do you think it has managed to maintain this 
success over all those years? 

A Because we care, and because we’re always 
thinking about how we can best help the 
children who are placed with us. Our services 
are constantly evolving and we now provide a 
complete package, from initial assessment 
through to residential care in one of our seven 
houses, therapy, schooling, fostering and, final¬ 
ly, supporting them into the outside world. 


Q 


How can people get involved to help the foundation? 


A There are lots of ways to help the Caldecott 
Foundation by giving a little time or 
money. There are volunteering opportunities 
and a regular programme of events. We enjoy 
working with companies, and there are plenty 
of ways to make donations. Visit our website at 
www.thecaldecottfoundation.co.uk and click 
on ‘How You Can Help’. 

Q Who inspired you when you were younger? How did 
they affect your life? 

A I was fortunate to work early on in differ¬ 
ent enterprises for a succession of bosses 
whom I liked and admired and from whom I 
learned a great deal. The one common feature 
was that they were all extremely demanding!

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Devastated dad's TV plea 
to stop speeding drivers

A GRIEVING father whose son 
was killed by a speeding driver has 
spoken of his heartache for a hard¬ 
hitting TV advert. 

Michael Bollom, from Bearsted near 
Maidstone, hopes the candid account of his 
son James’ death will bring home to viewers 
the harsh reality that speeding can kill. 

He said: “This isn’t just coming from an 
actor on TV - this is coming from a parent 
who lost his child.” 

In the advert, which will be shown on ITV 
Meridian, the 50-year-old recalls James’s 
death in December, 2005. 

The 16-year-old was killed a month short of 
his 17th birthday when the car he was 
travelling in lost control in the village of 
Wateringbury. 

He died instantly after taking the full force 
of the crash. 

The driver was prosecuted and jailed for 
dangerous driving. 

The life-changing consequences of the 
crash took a further tragic twist when 
James’s grief-stricken mother, Samantha, 
took her own life three months later. 

Mr Bollom believes by opening up 
about the tragedy on television, people will 
take notice and think twice about their speed 
while on the road. 

“I want to get the message across to some of 
these young drivers that speeding can have 
tragic consequences,” he said. 

“If I can prevent just one death, prevent one 
family from going through the pain we suf¬ 
fered, then it will be worthwhile. 

“By me doing it rather than an actor it 
makes it all the more real for people and 
therefore will have more of an impact.” 

Mr Bollom, who is director of a manufac¬ 
turing company in Sittingbourne, was 


approached by Kent Police to talk about his 
grief as part of a campaign to clamp down 
on speeding. 

The 30-second advert was filmed at 
Maidstone Studios by Southside Television 
and will be shown on ITV from this Friday to 
mid-February. 

“It was daunting doing the advert and 


brought up a lot of sad memories,” said Mr 
Bollom. But if helps prevent people speeding 
then it’s been worth it.” 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary Beautridge 
paid tribute to Mr Bollom for taking part in 
the campaign. 

“We are grateful to Michael for having the 
courage to do this and to help us get the 


message through that speed kills,” he said. 

Director of Southside Television, Martin 
Smith, also praised him. 

He said: “He was brave to do something 
like this as it obviously brought memories 
flooding back, but he is determined James 
should not have died in vain.” 

As part of his own personal plight, Mr 
Bollom has also written a book entitled 
Losing James: A Father Cries Too. 

It gives a poignant account of his grief and 
how he dealt with the tragedy that tore his 
world apart. He hopes it will help other fam¬ 
ilies cope with bereavement. 

He said: “It’s going very well - Waterstone’s 
has taken it on in two of their branches in 
Maidstone. I’ve had emails from people say¬ 
ing it has helped them with their own grief.” 

Money from sales is donated to Holding On, 
Letting Go, which is part of Demelza House, 
a children’s hospice based near 
Sittingbourne. 

The charity aims to help families cope with 
bereavement. 

Mr Bollom said: 'We have already raised 
£2,000. Some of the people who have read my 
book have also given extra donations to the 
charity.”

'Designer dogs' dumped by cash-strapped owners 


A RISE in demand for so-called 
‘designer breeds’ has sparked 
fears even more dogs will be 
dumped in the coming weeks and 
months. 

The Dogs Trust says cross-breeds 
like the labradoodle face an 
increased risk of being abandoned 
due to their newfound popularity 
as short-term fashion accessories 
rather than lifetime companions. 

Staff at the charity’s rehoming 
centre in Canterbury are currently 
caring for three such animals and 
are concerned they may receive 
more in the weeks and months to 
come. 

Manager Lizzie Reffell said: 
“We’re seeing more designer breeds 
coming through the kennel system 
and it’s quite unusual. 

“These dogs are new on the scene 


and are quite expensive, which 
may be why they are becoming 
increasingly popular as fashion 
accessories. 

“But still people do not seem able 
to cope with them or keep them 
long-term. Many don’t seem to 
understand the dogs they buy will 
need to be looked after for the next 
ten years. 

“We took in quite a few labradoo- 
dles last year but the problem has 
become more apparent now we 
have three cross-breeds at once. 
Fortunately because they are so 
popular they tend to be rehomed 
fairly quickly.” 

Three dogs that are currently 
being cared for by Dogs Trust 
Canterbury are Ruby the puggle 
(pug-beagle), Benson the boxador 
(boxer-labrador) and Charlie the

sprollie (springer spaniel-collie). 

Last year the BBC sparked a con¬ 
troversy when it dropped the annu¬ 
al Crufts dog show from its televi¬ 
sion schedule, citing concerns 
about the welfare of some of the 
pedigree canines on show. 


However, Ms Reffell said there 
was no evidence to suggest cross¬ 
breeding caused any of the genetic 
defects uncovered by the broad¬ 
caster. 

She added: “The dogs we’ve come 
across haven’t had anything wrong 


with them but as time goes on we 
will find out more and more about 
the effects of cross-breeding.”

He said: “There were a lot of problems 
because I had just signed a contract with 
Welling before I took part in the competition, 
but because I was 181 was able to get out of it. 

“In the end Welling were quite good about 
it, but it was quite stressful because it still 
hadn’t been sorted out the night before the 
people on the show needed it to be. 

“I joined Welling because the manager 
[Jamie Day] said a professional club would 
see me and sign me up, but I felt it was a bet¬ 
ter opportunity to take part in this competi¬ 
tion and hopehilly get snapped up by Inter.”

Chief Constable's future 
to be decided this week 


KENT’S Chief Constable Mike Fuller will 
find out this week if he is to be offered the top 
job at the Crown Prosecution Service. 

Mr Fuller - who is Britain’s first black police 
chief - has been selected by Attorney 
General Baroness Scotland as the 
preferred candidate to become 
Chief Inspector of the CPS. 

Members of the Justice 
Committee in the House of 
Commons - including Bromley and 
Chislehurst MP Bob Neill - were 
due to discuss their decision yester¬ 
day, with an official announcement 
expected to be made soon after. 

Should Mr Fuller land the job, it 
is rumoured his deputy, Adrian 
Leppard, will fill the Chief 
Constable position on a temporary 
basis until a permanent replace¬ 
ment is found. 

Speaking to KOS Media shortly after his 
name was put forward last month, Mr Fuller 
stressed the deal was far from done. 

He said: “I’m not gone yet, but I have been 
through the selection process and I’ve been 


put forward as the preferred candidate, but 
the MPs might disagree. 

“It is quite an unusual thing for the CPS to 
look outside the service for this role. I have 
engaged with the CPS from the 
other side of the fence, so am 
able to see where improve¬ 
ments could be made from an 
operational angle.” 

Mr Fuller joined Kent Police 
as chief constable in January, 
2004, having previously been 
with the Met since starting as a 
cadet in 1975. 

Under his leadership the 
county has seen the introduc¬ 
tion of Neighbourhood Policing 
Teams - 14 specialist units 
aimed at combating low-level 
crime - while also securing the 
use of a police helicopter as part 
of a joint working agreement with Essex. 

Mr Fuller also holds honorary doctorates of 
law and is a non-practising barrister, having 
been called to the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 
July, 2007.

The day otir county 
cricket lost its way 


SO Kent’s cricketers are to play a 
‘home’ match at The Oval, home of 
Surrey County Cricket Club. 

A joke, a hopelessly mistimed April Fool’s, or 
perhaps a necessary move in the wake of The 
St Lawrence Ground’s planned redevelop¬ 
ment... these were the first thoughts to flash 
through many supporters’ minds. 

But no, it was none of these. The decision to 
schedule a Twenty20 clash between Kent 
Spitfires and Essex Eagles was taken in the 
cold light of day to - in the words of acting 
chief executive Jamie Clifford - “spread the 
Kent cricket message far and wide”. 

And what precisely is the “Kent cricket mes¬ 
sage” that we’re so keen to spread? 

The county’s failure to win the County 
Championship since 1978? A truly lamentable 
return of three trophies in 31 years? 

Or perhaps, more likely, the abandonment of 
all trace of history and tradition at a club that 
has - admittedly perhaps too much - placed 
great stock by such values. 

Whatever the answer, thankfully the initial 
marketing drivel has been replaced by a more 
honest explanation: we’re doing it for the money. 

The truth is certainly more palatable than 
any talk of the Kent cricket message (spare 
us!) but, forgetting the weight of the coffers, 
what’s the real cost? 

Even if The Oval venture proves a financial 
triumph, Kent appear to be behaving like 
some awe-struck kid brother. 

“People should come and watch us at what is 
an iconic venue,” Mr Clifford has told us. “It’s 
like having a final early in the season.” 


No it isn’t. It’s like watching Kent v Essex 
at The Oval when we should be watching the 
fixture at Canterbury, Tunbridge Wells or 
Beckenham. 

The only time Kent should be playing at The 
Oval is when they face Surrey in an away 
fixture - which, of course, is what it is. 

Kent supporters invariably turn out in big 
numbers for those matches, ironically making 
them feel like home games. 

That is the triumph for Kent and their fans, 
not the club’s administration doffing the cap 
and begging to be allowed to party at the 
home of the supposed big boys. 

As a Kent supporter, I find the whole thing 
humiliating. Doubtless the Essex supporters 
at The Oval on July 9 will be quick to point 
out quite how laughable Kent are making 
themselves look. 

It’s the very essence of team sport in this 
country - there are home ties and there are 
away ties. 

In that respect, the quality of your ground 
or facilities doesn’t matter - some of the 


trickiest away challenges are at the grottiest 
places. 

Not, you understand, that I’m saying The 
St Lawrence is grotty. It isn’t - it’s a lovely 
place to watch cricket - and it’s Kent’s home. 

Can you imagine Lancashire playing 
home games at Headingley (Yorkshire’s HQ), 
or Yorkshire hosting games at Old Trafford 
in Manchester? 

Of course not - both clubs have enough 
respect for their traditions and, importantly, 
their supporters. 

Perhaps at the core of this is the concept of 
what county cricket is all about. 

With the club having fielded disappointingly 
few home-bred players over recent years, what 
makes us Kent? 

It clearly isn’t that fact that we have a team 
of cricketers who mostly hail from the county 
- because we don’t - so the only credible 
answer is the fact that we play in Kent. 

As the fans sing, “We are Kent”. And that is 
where, when we are competing at home, we 
should play our cricket.

Just listen to what 
Cllr Carter tells you

Only after a great fight was 
this development stopped.

Spierig's blood-sucking 
world is drained of plot

“LIFE’S a bitch then you don’t die,” 
grumbles a blood-thirsty vampire 
in Daybreakers. 

Set nine years hence, in a world decimated 
by a mysterious plague which has trans¬ 
formed the vast majority of the population into 
fanged fiends, Peter and Michael Spierig’s sci- 
fi thriller injects fresh blood into the creatures 
of the night. 

The film retains the familiar iconography: 
the vampires have no reflection; humans slay 
bloodsuckers with a stake through the heart; 
and the carnivorous beasties fry to a crisp in 
direct sunlight. 

Environmental 

All that is missing is a bulb of garlic, a pro¬ 
tective church cross and a couple of busty 
wenches, heaving to be bitten. 

However, there’s nothing remotely camp or 
erotic about the Spierigs’ vampires: they are 
everyday folk who commute to work in the dead 
of night and queue for coffee infused with blood. 

Humans account for five per cent of the pop¬ 
ulation and are captured by the vampires to be 
drained of their blood. 

In a clear nod to current environmental con¬ 
cerns, this precious resource has almost run 
dry and the dominant species faces possible 
extinction unless it can engineer a blood sub¬ 
stitute. 

Undead scientist Edward (Ethan Hawke), 
who was turned by his soldier brother 
Frankie, is a leading researcher at Bromley 
Marks, the world leader in blood pharmacy, 
run by the conniving Charles Bromley (Sam 
Neill). 

Working alongside colleague Christopher,

Edward struggles to create a stable, synthetic 
substitute. Sympathetic to the human cause, 
the scientists meet human survivor Audrey, 
who in turn introduces Edward to resistance 
leader Elvis (Willem Dafoe). 

They have an alternative solution to the 
blood crisis: cure vampirism. 

Daybreakers opens with an infected girl 
writing a suicide note and waiting for the sun 
to rise. 

Stylish credits quickly transport us to April 
2019 and an earthy colour palette of greys, 
browns and black: it’s cold, clinical and far 
removed from the gothic splendor of bygone 
vampire yams. 

The neat central premise provides plenty of 
scope for the Spierigs to create a believable 
and detailed universe but after an hour or so, 


the narrative runs out of steam, most notably 
in the bungled relationship between Bromley 
and his daughter Alison. 

Special effects are slathered in blood and goo 
and the directors orchestrate a fast-paced 
chase, which sees Edward scorched by rays of 
sunlight from the bullet holes in his car. 
Hawke and his co-stars are suitably lifeless 

- Neill arches an eyebrow every now and then 

- while Dafoe appropriates all of the best lines, 
including a hysterical analogy between 
human survival in a vampire world and sleep¬ 
ing with a particularly fragrant prostitute. 

An imminent, gory death is no time to lose 
your sense of humour.

Preserved

NORTHERN Cyprus, with its 
unspoiled natural beauty has 
much to attract Britons, whether 
you want to explore the coastlines, 
relax on the uncluttered beaches or 
investigate ancient ruins. 

At the crossroads of three continents, 
Cyprus is known for its natural romance and 
charm. According to legend, it was once given 
to Cleopatra by Julius Caesar as a token of his 
affection. 

The laidback Turkish side of the island has 
few traces of mass tourism. Northern Cyprus 
enjoys long, hot Mediterranean summers, 
when temperatures reach a very pleasant 
35C, while winters are mostly mild. 

The unhurried pace is reflected in its 
nightlife, so think more of cosy bars and 
restaurants than the pounding club scene. 

An obvious starting point in the north for 
any visitor is Kyrenia, with a distinctive horse- 
shoe-shaped harbour boasting colourful fish¬ 
ing boats and a lively yet relaxed atmosphere. 

You can enjoy an evening drink on the 
water’s edge and take in the unhurried sur¬ 
roundings. Decent lunches, with drinks, cost 
little more than £8 per head. 

A few miles east of Kyrenia, stands the goth¬ 
ic abbey at Bellapais. The village is immor¬ 
talised in the book Bitter Lemons Of Cyprus 
by Lawrence Durrell, brother of naturalist 
Gerald Durrell, which recounts his tales of 
moving to Cyprus in the 1950s. 

The main part was built between 1198 and 
1205 by King Hugh III of France, with Italian 
frescoes at the entrance of the chapel dating 
from the 15th century. 


Travellers can take their time wandering 
through the narrow streets of Bellapais, with 
its boutiques and restaurants. In the main 
square, where locals stop and chat, stands 
what Durrell named ‘The Tree of Idleness’. 

More energetic visitors can make the exhila¬ 
rating walk up to St Hilarion Castle. The 
views are stunning, and a small cafe near the 
entrance is a great stop before the return trip. 

Local food takes in a mix of influences. The 
traditional meze, made up of hot and cold 
appetisers including salads, meat and fish, is a 
particular attraction. Meals tend to be washed 
down with a Turkish coffee. 

For another authentic experience, try a tra¬ 
ditional Turkish-style massage. Mine was fair¬ 
ly vigorous and without any of the lotions and 
potions you might find in a British spa, but it 
left me feeling great. 


But while the natural beauty of Northern 
Cyprus is undeniable, its political past casts a 
shadow on the island. 

Cut off from the Greek side since 1974, the 
north has been in political limbo for decades. 
Turkey grabbed it in response to a Greek- 
backed military coup aimed at union with 
Athens, but Turkish occupation has seen the 
area shunned by the international community, 
limiting cultural and economic links. 

In July, Turkish Cypriots celebrated 35 years 
since the arrival of Turkish troops, while 
Greek Cypriots on the other side marked the 
‘black anniversary’ with wailing sirens. 

A ‘Green Line’ divides the two parts from 
Morphou through Nicosia to Famagusta, and 
the contrast between the more well-heeled 
south with its trendy boutiques compared 
with the less-developed north is marked.

Slump increases choice 
for first-time buyers 

FIRST-time buyers are reaping the ben¬ 
efit of the British property slump. 

Properties in almost 40 per cent of 
areas of the UK are now within their 
price range, a study claimed. 

The average first-time buyer property 
could now be bought by someone on 
average earnings in 39 per cent of local 
authority districts, according to the 
Halifax bank. 

The situation is a marked improve¬ 
ment on 2007, when homes in only six 
per cent of areas could be bought by 
someone on average earnings. 

Potential first-time buyers on average 
pay would need to have spent about 27 
per cent of their disposable income on 
mortgage payments in November 2009, 
compared to the 50 per cent they would 
have had to spend in June 2007. 

The improvement in affordability has 
come through a combination of lower 
interest rates and house price falls. 

But many first-time buyers have been 
unable to take advantage of the situa¬ 
tion, due to tighter lending criteria. 

Figures from the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders show the average person buy¬ 
ing their first home with a mortgage put 
down a deposit of 25 per cent of their 
property’s value for most of 2009. 

The average price of a property bought 
by a first-time buyer was £133,794 in 
2009,10 per cent less than in 2008. 

Rents likely to rise as 
new instructions fall 


EXPERTS have been looking into 
their crystal balls to predict the 
property market’s future over the 
next 12 months, with varying 
results. 

While Hamptons International and 
Chesterton Humberts expect prices to rise by 
3 to 5 per cent and 2 per cent respectively dur¬ 
ing the course of this year, their fellow estate 
agent Savills predicts falls of 6.6 per cent 

This time last year, the doom and gloom sur¬ 
rounding the property market were unremit¬ 
ting from all quarters, with even estate agents 
- usually accused of talking up the market - 
predicting a continuing slide. 

However, according to most market analysts, 
they were proved wrong in many ways. 

In most cases, first-time buyers remained 
shut out of the market by the banks for most 
of 2009, tumbling mortgage rates meant prop¬ 
erty ownership became much more affordable 
for those who already owned — helping keep 
repossessions below the high levels predicted. 

Equally significant was the shortage of prop¬ 
erty. 

Holding out for higher prices, homeowners 



have been reluctant to put their houses up for 
sale, leaving buyers to fight amongst them¬ 
selves. The inevitable result has been a 
rising market, where overseas purchasers, 
lured by the weak pound, have added to the 
competition. 

The Bank of England is an important factor. 


Most commentators expect the Bank rate to 
remain at its record low of 0.5 per cent for a 
good few months. The next movement must be 
upwards, even though it could be some years 
before it returns to the high of 5.75 per cent 
reached at the peak of the market in the sec¬ 
ond half of 2007. 

Predicting the balance of supply and 
demand remains more difficult. 

Also crucial is what will happen to demand, 
which could be set back by rising unemploy¬ 
ment, the continuing squeeze on incomes and 
an end to the stamp duty holiday on homes 
priced from £125,000 to £175,000. 

Hometrack, the property data company, 
reported a 2.2 per cent drop in new-buyer reg¬ 
istrations last month — the first such fall 
since January 2009. 

“Rich households could continue to put 
upward pressure on prices in localised mar¬ 
kets in 2010,” said Richard Donnell, its direc¬ 
tor of research. 

“However, a sustainable recovery in the 
housing market needs a broader base of 
buyers.” 

Uncertainty ahead of this spring’s general 
election could add to caution. 

Whatever the overall figure, there seems lit¬ 
tle doubt that Kent, London and the rest of the 
south east will continue to outperform the rest 
of the country this year, and into 2011 as well.

THE Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors (RICS) expects to see rent 
rises in the coming months. 

In its residential lettings survey cover¬ 
ing the third quarter of 2009, surveyors 
reported that the number of rental prop¬ 
erties coming on to the market fell, for 
the first time since January 2008. 

Optimism over rents has therefore 
increased for the first time since July 
2008, with only 4 per cent of surveyors 
still reporting falling, rather than rising, 
rents. 

In addition, 22 per cent of respondents 
expected rents to rise rather than fall in 
the next three months, as a net balance 
of 11 per cent of surveyors saw new 
instructions falling, rather than rising. 

The report states: “This is in stark con¬ 
trast to levels seen late last year when 
the housing market was still suffering 
from falling prices and many would-be 
sellers were turning to the lettings mar¬ 
ket when their houses failed to sell.” 



THE winter months are now upon us and 
website Confused.com is offering homeowners 
advice on how homes can be kept warm while 
temperatures outside are frosty.

Advice from Confused.com which will help 
minimise home disasters includes: 

• Clear the guttering and drain pipes of any 
leaves and debris. This will reduce the risk of 
blockages occurring. 

• Cut back trees and large hedges which could 
cause damage if they are blown down. 


• Wrap up outside taps with material which 
will act as a jacket from the cold. 

• Chimneys should be swept regularly. 

• Make sure that your loft is insulated, pre¬ 
venting valuable heat from escaping 

• If you are leaving the home for a while, do 
not switch the heating off. If you turn thermo¬ 
stats down in a frost, pipes will burst resulting 
in water damage 


• Make sure your boiler is serviced on a regu¬ 
lar basis. As winter puts strains on them, 
checks need to be done to ensure they can cope 
under the additional heating pressure. 

• When the heating is switched on, carbon 
monoxide detectors are a good idea. These will 
alert you to any dangerous levels of the chem¬ 
ical within the home. In order to avoid such a 
leak, regular boiler checks are essential.

Cult of 500 helps sales 
reach a five-year high 

FIAT has shown the strength of its 
recovery in the UK by posting its best 
sales in five years, despite the recession. 

The Italian brand, buoyed by more 
than 24,000 sales of its Fiat 500 retro 
cult car, registered 60,337 cars here last 
year, compared with 55,325 in 2008. 

It also reported healthy sales for its 
Alfa Romeo and newly re-launched 
Abarth sporting brands and impressive 
rises in secondhand valuations: those for 
the Grande Punto supermini and Panda 
city car both rose around a quarter.

there is ample stowage around the car. 

Any lingering qualms about chopping an 
older and bigger motor for this three or five- 
door baby are then finally banished by a tidy 
drive, plus a ride quality and refinement that 
really would not disgrace a car two sizes bigger. 

Some of this is undone by the buzzy little 
70PS (69bhp) three-cylinder petrol unit in our 
Polo 1.2-litre SE five-door test car (£11,995), 
but I don’t dislike this engine; steady cruising 
is no problem and the crisp gearshift and sure¬ 
footed handling make it entertaining on 
quieter roads. And despite VW championing of 
the diesel cause generally, 83 per cent of new 
Polo sales are expected to be petrol. 

Even with a five-speed gearbox, the test car 
can average around 50mpg and is a relatively 
low emitter (128g/km C02), though still 
incurring annual road tax of £120 against the 
£35 of its current 1.6-litre diesel equivalents 
and tax exemption for the forthcoming 
BlueMotion eco model. 

The diesel can also average around 65mpg, 
but the petrol versus diesel choice is much 
harder than before, especially when you can 
get into a petrol Polo for as little as £9,435 - 
diesel entry price is an astonishing £12,605. 


VOLKSWAGEN’S smart new Polo 
brought the European Car of the 
Year to the German marque for 
first time since the Golf Mk Ill’s 
1992 COTY win. 

It also pipped strong challenges for the 2010 
gong from the innovative Toyota IQ city car 
and powerful new Vauxhall Astra. 

This fifth generation car - I’m discounting 
some dodgy facelifts sometimes touted as ‘new’ 
models - is classier, lighter and roomier to 
match the modem supermini trend; you can 
happily downsize and economise with this 
after giving up something larger. 

Styling echoes the latest Golf and VW’s 
reborn Scirocco and yet it rightly lacks the 
visual verve of the latest Ford Fiesta. 

For it may be a small car - though looking 
about the same size as the original Golf - but 
the Polo has always been something of a 
premium buy and ought to be more reserved. 

A seemingly rock solid interior is well- 
arranged and uses high quality soft touch 
plastics and well designed seats. Easy fold-flat 
rear seats allow for extra large cargoes and

Rob Key hopes to keep 
injuries at bay for Kent to compete 


Bowlers unit staying fit will be key for us r says Key 


KEEPING players fit for the whole summer is going 
to be integral if Kent are going to compete in the top 
tier of English cricket, according to skipper Rob Key. 

Kent return to Division One of the County 
Championship this season with a settled but small 
playing squad, which means injuries to key play¬ 
ers could have a major impact. 

The club were without arguably their best fast 
bowler in Robbie Joseph for the majority of last 
season, which put extra strain on the bowling 
attack. However, he has had successful shoulder 
surgery and is expected to be fit for the start of the 
season, while the addition of Australian Stuart 
Clark will help bolster the attack, together with 
another new seamer expected to sign shortly. 




Keeping his bowling attack fit and firing is 
essential to Key, who expects his side to be chal¬ 
lenging for honours this summer. 

“On paper our top 11 is as good as any around, but 
obviously Durham are the stand-out side with peo¬ 
ple like Steve Harmison in their side,” he said. “If we 
have Simon Cook, Amjad Khan, Joseph and Clark, 
that’s a very good attack. You need a bit of luck to 
keep them fit, and the problem is if they aren’t fit we 
have a couple of young guys coming in that have 
potential, but they are where they are because they 
still have a lot to learn, so ideally you want to go in 


with your full-strength attack. This year we can’t be 
naive - histoiys told us we can’t always do that.” 

The club captain has already forged a good work¬ 
ing relationship with new head coach Paul Farbrace 
and the pair are looking for the younger players to 
step up and cement their place in the side. 

Key said: “It’s going to take a lot of luck as it 
always does, but the good thing is we have a cou¬ 
ple of young guys coming through. Sam Northeast 
- there is going to be a lot of opportunities for him, 
Alex Blake as well, so we are starting to see that 
we are strengthening not only by signing players, 
but the young players coming through. 

“The bowling side of the things is the only place 
where we need to add to the side, really.”

Kent express their interest 
in offering Clark return deal 


Football is still No 1 
across the county 

PARTICIPATION in football has 
increased across the board this season, 
according to encouraging statistics 
released by the Kent County Football 
Association (KCFA). 

Figures show there are more youth 
players, disabled players and referees 
involved in the game on a regular basis 
than last season. It means the sport 
remains the most popular in the county, 
with 46,000 people competing every week 
- an increase of more than five per cent. 

Paul Dolan, KCFA development man¬ 
ager, outlined the body’s role in promot¬ 
ing the grass-roots game which they 
argue makes an important vital contri¬ 
bution towards building stronger com¬ 
munities, improving health, reducing 
crime and tackling obesity. 

He said: “The KCFA services the needs 
of the football community by putting in 
place a new generation of modem foot¬ 
balling facilities, increasing and widen¬ 
ing participation levels, raising stan¬ 
dards within affiliated clubs and invest¬ 
ing in the football workforce by provid¬ 
ing quality education courses to admin¬ 
istrators, coaches and referees.” 

The biggest rise was among young play¬ 
ers. There are 175 more mini-soccer and 
youth football teams in Kent this season. It 
equates to 2,500 more players compared 
with last year, which is ahead of the KCFA’s 
target to get more children involved. The 
increase includes 23 more youth female 
teams and 16 new disabled sides. 

As well as the desire to attract more 
players to the sport, the Football 
Association has prioritised referees 
through its Respect programme. This 
year there are an extra 21 male and five 
female referees qualified to officiate at 
Kent matches. It takes the overall figure 
of registered referees in the county above 
1 , 100 . 

The next priorities are to increase the 
number of mini-soccer and youth teams 
playing in FA Charter Standard Clubs 
and to gain two new FA Charter 
Standard Leagues.

TALKS are already under way with seam 
bowler Stuart Clark about coming back next 
year after the Australian signed as Kent’s 
overseas player for the first half of the 
summer. 

The county offered the 34-year-old a short-term contract 
before Christmas, which was exclusively revealed on our 
website, which he got around to signing last week after 
getting the go-ahead from Cricket Australia. 

The Australian right-arm seam bowler, who has 94 wick¬ 
ets from 24 Test matches for his country, has shrugged off 
a back injury that has kept him out of action for New South 
Wales of late and will be available to play for Kent as they 
prepare for their return to Division One of the County 
Championship. 

The club’s head coach, Paul Farbrace, also revealed to 
this newspaper that discussions have already begun with 
Clark about a return to St Lawrence, should he impress 
this summer. 

High-quality 

“Stuart is hoping to play in the Indian Premier League in 
2011 and we have had preliminary talks with him, that if 
things go well this summer, then there may be some possi¬ 
bility of him coming back at some stage next year,” he said. 

“He is a high-quality player and a high-quality bloke, and 
also the fact he is available from ball one of the summer 
because he is not playing in the IPL is a great thing for us.” 

While Clark, who was scheduled to join the county as 
their overseas player last summer before being called up to 
play for Australia, has put pen to paper on a deal, a spin¬ 
ner of international quality is the next player the club hope 
to tie down for the second half of the summer. 

While Farbrace wouldn’t be drawn on the identity of the 
club’s overseas target, he did say that he is “something 
different to what we have got” and that the player is 
involved in a current international series. 

The club are also keen to bolster their bowling ranks with 
two domestic seamers on Kent’s radar, although Farbrace 
did say they would only sign one of them. 

“We have an overseas player in place for the second half 
- what we are still waiting on is a seamer option,” he said. 
“We are still looking at bringing in one more seamer if we 
possibly can and we are still talking to the same two peo¬ 
ple we were before Christmas.” 

With regulations stating that counties can name two 
overseas players in this summer’s revamped Friends 
Provident Twenty20, Kent are contemplating the idea of 
extending Clark’s deal to include the competition. That 
would mean he teams up with the ‘mystery’ new spinner 
for the second half of the season, although that is still yet 
to be decided. 

• James Tredwell has been included in a strong 
England Lions squad for next month’s tour of the 
United Arab Emirates. The spinner, who is on duty 
with England in South Africa, will be involved in the 
first half of the trip. After four Twenty20 games against 
the UAE and Pakistan A, he will transfer to the 
England squad for the tour of Bangladesh.

MARGATE manager Mark Butler 
will be up against familiar faces on 
Saturday as Ashford Town make 
the trip from Middlesex to 
Hartsdown Park. 

Butler, who left Ashford to replace Terry 
Yorath at Hartsdown Park in October, has yet 
to record his first home win as Gate boss and 
will hope his inside knowledge of Saturday’s 
opponents can help the Blues take all three 
points in their bid to stay up.

Butler’s own cause is hampered by the 
absence of John Keister and Lloyd Blackman 
through suspension, and although Anthony 
Joseph should be fit to start up front, 
Blackman has been in fine scoring form of late 
and will be missed. 

With Charlie Read having returned to 


Ebbsfleet United after a loan spell, Butler 
must decide who to pair Luke Wheatley with 
in defence as Margate look to keep only their 
second clean sheet in ten outings. 

He said: “We don’t seem to be able to get a 
run of games going and it’s becoming boring. 
I’ve never known anything like it and with the 
weather as it has been, we don’t even have the 
facilities to train. 

“The hardest thing, with the icy roads, is get¬ 
ting all the lads together to train so it’s impor¬ 
tant they try to do some work on their own or 
else we’ll lose momentum.”
